primitive ancestors of dinosaurs 
that roamed the Earth over 200 
million years ago. The anticipation 
and excitement of the dig, the 
airlift of the plastered block and 
the preparation back in the Univer- 
sity are riveting highlights of the 
adventure. The Thecodont that the 
team discovered may prove to be

In 1984 the Academy of Sciences 
opened a special exhibit, “The Far 
Side of Science,’ featuring the 
work of cartoonist Gary Larson. 
This off-beat exhibit attracted over 
850,000 visitors and helped them 
understand, in a humorous way, 
the work of the Academy and its 
scientists. When the exhibit closed 
after seven months, we kept hear- 
ing, “Is it ever coming back?” Now, 
two years later, on Thanksgiving 
Day, comes The Far Side of Science 
Gallery with a special honor from 
the artist that makes the California 
Academy of Sciences “the only mu- 
seum on this planet” where people 
can see original Far Side cartoons. 

The gallery will display 169 black 
and white and brilliant Sunday 
color cartoons, most of which 
were not seen in the original show, 
plus specimens including a giant 
microscope that puts visitors under 
the lens, making learning about 
science a truly pleasant experience. 
Some of the cartoons have side 
bars with solid scientific informa- 
tion from Academy staff. For in- 
stance, while laughing at a cartoon 
that shows the termite queen lay- 
ing her eggs and yelling for pickles 
and ice cream, visitors can read a 
brief but accurate description of 
the queen’s life within the colony. 
A favorite shark cartoon is a per- 
fect partner for a description about 
a shark that swam 1,749 miles up 
the Mississippi River into Hlinois! 

The Far Side of Science Gallery 
may have people laughing, but the 
Academy hopes to also get visitors 
thinking about nature and the peo- 
ple who study it.
